FACES PROBLEMS OF 1952 


Final Payments on 1950- 51 
Wheat Crop to be Com- 
pleted Before Christmas

OTTAWA, Dec. 5th—The bill creat- 
ing an Agricultural Products Board 
has now reached second reading in 
the House of Commons. There were 
previously three Boards. During the 
war the Meat Board administered the 
contracts with Britain for the delivery 
of meat products, the main export 
being bacon. Another -Board,_ the 
Dairy Products Board, looked after 
deliveries of cheese, and the third, the 
Special Products Board, looked after 
eggs and other’ products. These 
Boards were established under the 
War Measures Act. 


Will Be Amalgamation 


Under another act passed in 1947 
following the war the three Boards 
were continued year by year, to 
carry out their functions dur- 
ing the transitional period, but the act 
lapsed in March, 1951. The new 
Board will be an amalgamation of the 
former three Boards, and will be un- 
der L. W. Pearsall, a leading official 
of the Agricultural Department. If 
the Agricultural Prices Support Board 
under A. M. Shaw finds it necessary 
or advantageous to buy agricultural 
products, butter for example, in the 
new Board are the people to carry it 
out. There is no power in the Board 
to compel delivery of‘any product pro- 
duced on the farms of Canada. It 
will receive the product when the 
price offered in a competitive market 
results in its delivery. There are, in 
addition, times when another Govern- 
ment, the British for example, may 
ask the Canadian Government to buy 
for them certain farm products in 
Canada. The Board can act as a 
legally constituted body to carry this 
out, if the Government decide to 
perform the service for the other 
Government. 


The Board will be in a posi- | 
tion to buy and sell agricultural 
products. when an order-in-coun- 
cil has been passed authorizing 
the Minister to instruct them to 
do so. In case the British come 
into the market for Canadian 
products and offer satisfactoiy 
prices this Board provides a con- 
venient medium to carry out the 
purchases in Canada expediti- 
ously. This is at least a reason- 
ably promising prospect for the 
future.

importance to farmers who 


undertake to dry their grain 
on the farm was given by. Dr. 
J. A. Anderson, Chief Chemist 
of the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners, when he addressed 
the delegates to the Annual 
Convention of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool in Calgary last 
week. 
Relatively Skilled Job 


Dr. Anderson told the delegates 
there was no simple and cheap 
method that could be used. While 
there are a number of driers on the 
market suitable for drying grain on 


* the farm, he said, their operation is 


a relatively skilled job, and it is ime 
portant to follow instructions care- 
fully. 


The successful type of drier, he said, 
involves a machine which makes it 
possible to blow hot air through a 
layer of grain which should not ex- 
ceed about six inches in depth. In 
order to preserve the milling and bak- 
ing quality of the wheat, it is import- 
ant that the hot air used should not 
exceed a temperature of about 160 
degrees, or a maximum of 170 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

The total number of Alberta 
Wheat Pool country elevators 
was given by Mr. Purdy at 486. 
During the year a new eleva- 
tor of 60,000 bushels capacity 
was constructed at Warner, 
and the old No. 1 elevator was 


converted to a twin type an- 
nex. 


Obsolete elevators at Iddesleigh 
and Jenner were sold for wrecking 
purposes, as it was considered that 
one elevator at each of those points 
was sufficient to handle the volume 
of grain available. Six cribbed an- 
nexes and ten permanent balloon an- 
nexes were constructed during the 
year. 

The total licensed capacity of 
all Pool country storage facili- 
ties was 32,856,850 bushels. The 
capacity of Alberta Wheat Pool 
terminals: Vancouver, 5,150,000 
bushels, Port Arthur, 2.000,000 
bushels. The total capacity of 
all Alberta Pool facilities is 40 
million bushels. 

Handle Over Third of Deliveries 
Alberta Pool Elevators handled 34,7 

per cent of all grain delivered in Al- 
berta in the 1950-51 crop year. 

Grain shipments by the Wheat Pool 
to Vancouver in the past year totalled 
23,932,046 bushels, as compared with 
28,843,187 bushels the previous year. 

Eastward shipments totalled -13,- 
283,000 bushels compared with 10,- 
413,000 in the previous year. 


Patronage Dividends Exceed $1 Million 
During the 1950-51 business year, 


Pool distribution on account of pat- %& 


ronage dividends consisted of $402,- 
623.88 in cash and $604,034.09 in 1e- 
serves, a total of $1,006,657.97. 

Reserve purchases from original 
members totalled $604,268.46. 

Commenting on the current situa- 
tion in Alberta, Mr. Purdy said, “The 
production of grain in 1951 
highest for. some years, but unfavor- 
able autumn weather has delayed 
harvesting operations, with the 1e- 
sult that some revision may be 
necessary in previous estimates of 
marketable grain. However, even 
with the prospect of some reduction 
in the total bushels produced, it can 
be assumed that Pool elevator stor- 
age space will be utilized to the 
fullest extent in the handling» of the 
1951 crop.” 

Pool Directors Re-Elected 

The four directors of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool whose term of office ex- 
pired this year were re-elected for a 
further two-year term by the dele- 
gates of their respective districts. 

The districts where elections were 
held, and the directors returned to 
office, were: Lethbridge district, A. T. 
Baker, Nemiscam; Druniheller_ dis- 
trict, Ben S. Plumer, Bassano; Cam- 
rose district, Lew Hutchinson, Du- 
hamel; Edmonton district, Walter 
Mueller, Spirit River. 

The three remaining directors who 
complete the board represent districts 
where elections will take place next 
year. They are: G. G. Coote, Nanton, 
representing Calgary district;

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POOL HAS RECORD YEAR 


Members of the Alberta Wheat Pool, their 
officers and management and staff, are to be 
congratulated on a record breaking year. Net 
earnings, as the report in this issue indicates, 
were higher in the last fiscal year than in any 
other since the formation of the Pool. The 
Pool handled more than a third of all grain 
delivered in Alberta during the crop period. 

In the coming year the Pool will distribute 
$1,440,513 to its member patrons, through the 
purchase of reserves and the payment of cash 
patronage dividends, while $1,040,385 has 
been set aside for the purchase of commercial 
and elevator reserves built up during the 1923- 
28 period. 

Altogether since the Pool began operations, 


$9,638,517 has been distributed as patronage: 


dividends — approximately half in cash and 
half in reserves. 
+ * 

These figures, naaie with others dealing 
with the finances of the Pool, indicate that 
this grain marketing co-operative has com- 
bined success in business operations, with con- 
tinued service of great value to the Alberta 
farmers who own and use its facilities.

MANITOBA FARMERS EMPHATIC 

Defying cold weather and undeterred by the 
necessity in many cases of travelling consider- 
able distances, approximately 67.5 per cent 
of the farmers of Manitoba who were qualified 
to vote in the plebiscite on coarse grains mar- 
keting policy submitted by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment on November 24th, cast their ballots, 
and 89 percent. of the votes cast were in the 
affirmative. 

The question submitted by the Government 
was: “Do you wish to continue to sell your 
oats and barley as at present?” — that is to 
say, through the Canadian Wheat Board. 

Premier Campbell immediately 
that he was “‘greatly impressed” — as well he 
might be — with the large vote _ recorded. 
“This,” he said, “is what the Government hop- 
ed and asked for, and I would like to sincerely

.TO EXPORT OR NOT TO EXPORT? 


At the Annual Convention of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta in Calgary next week, the delegates will be 
asked to endorse a “five-year hoist” of proposals to 
export gas from the Province. A somewhat similar reso- 
lution was adopted by the Alberta Association of Muni- 
cipal Districts recently. :

Urge Western Control Wheat Board 


The Board of District 13, with en- 
dorsement of Bassane and Taber Lo- 
cals and District 12 F.W.U.A. Con- 
ference, urge that the Wheat Board 
be brought “under the jurisaiction of 
a joint commission of the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Suskatchewan und Al- 
berta”, on the ground that “almost 
all of the exportable wheat is grown 
in the Prairie Pecvinces”. The resuviu- 
tion states that “the handling of this 
wheat is not aiways in the best in- 
terest of the F'cairie Previnces.” 

Another resowtion calls for “farmer 
representation on the Wheat Board; 
while another asks that the Foard be 
“removed from the control of the 
Federal Government, so that in the 
event of a Federal Government wish- 
ing to sell our wheat or other grains 
cheaply to another country or our 
domestic market, they will have to 
pay the Canadian Wheat Board at 
the world market price, so that all 
citizens of Canada will‘share in the 
price subsidy.” One local asks that 
oats and barley be “removed from the 
Wheat Board.” 


Domestic Wheat Prices 


District 12 Convention proposes a 
domestic price for wheat of $2.25. and 
that “the price in future be rlaced 
on a sliding scale, based on the cost 
of production.” 

A further payment on the 5-year 
Pool is called for by several districts 
and locals, with the alternative of a 
royal commission to letennine what 
further payment should be made; and 
if both plans are rejected the Board 
is asked to “explore the possibility of 
court action” against the Department 
of Trade and Commerce for their 
“mishandling vf the wheat question.” 

Still another resolution asks that in 
conjunction with other Prairie Pro- 
vinces a brief be drawn up demanding 
that if any of our farm products are 
sold in the future below “the prevail-

A young man of 36, he had 
been a member of the British 
Treasury delegation to the 
Paris Peace Conference. 
Greatly disturbed by the as- 
tronomical figure of repara- 
tions which the conference 
had decided to impose on van- 
quished Germany, young 
Keynes had resigned from the 
delegation, returned to Eng- 
land, and written at white 
heat a scorching denunciation 
of the Big Four,.Lloyd George, 
Clemenceau, Woodrow Wilson 
and Orlando, four old men in 
whose hands had rested: the 
fate of our world, and whose 
decisions, in Keynes’ Opinion, 
would have a disastrous ef- 
fect upon mankind.

‘Economic Consequences of the Peace, John 
Maynard Keynes leapt into sudden world 
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Hitler and the Second. World 


War will long be a question of 
debate. 


Threw Chances to Winds 


Keynes had burned his bridges. He 
had served with distinction in the 
British Treasury throughout the First 
World War, and had now thrown to 
the winds all chances of advance- 
ment. Official British circles were to 
be cool toward him for many years. 


The publication early this year 
of his official biography by his 
pupil and devoted admirer, Roy 
F, Harrod, Oxford econmist, has 
reawakened interest in this dis- 
tinguished ‘economist, who has 
undoubtedly exerted a wider in- 
fluence upon our modern world 
than any other economist — per- 
haps it is not too much to say 
than any other individual. 


This book, The Life of John May- 


nard Keynes, 1883-1946, is one of the 
outstanding biographies of the year. 
It is written with distinction and 
charm. It is one of those books which 
bring abiding satisfaction to the 
thoughtful reader. 

Advantages of Ideal Home Life 


Born in 1883, the son of a distin- 
guished Cambridge professor, Keynes 
enjoyed all the advantages of an up- 
per middle class home, an ideal home 
life, one might say. He.was educated 
at Eton and Cambridge. The chapters 
dealing with this phase of his life 
are especially enjoyable. 

Kevnes graduated from Cambridge 
in 1905. He had specialized in mathe- 
matics, but now turned to. economics, 
and soon decided to make it his Vife 
work, 

After a brief spell as a civil ser- 
vant in the India office, he returned 
as a lecturer to Kings’ College, Cam- 
bridge, his own college, of which he 
was made a Fellow in 1909. He held 
his Fellowship to the end of his life. 
His intimate Cambridge connection 
was cenfral in its influence upon his 
career. He: was essentially a univer- 
sity scholar. who was to be unusually 
successful in bringing his ideas to 
bear upon the world of acticn. 


The 'Bloomsbury Circle 


From 1908 onwards, Keynes main- 
tained, in addition to his bachelor 
quarters at Cambridge, a London 
home in Bloomsbury where for many 
years he was an intimate member 
of a circle of friends including the 
two Stephen sisters, Virginia and 
Vanessa, daughters of Leslie Stephen 
(one of the great Victorians) T.vtton 
Strachey, the biographer, Duncan 
Grant the artist, Leonard Woolf, 
Clive Bell, and many others who were 
to win fame in art and letters. All, 
excent the Misses Stenhen, were old 
Cambridge friends, and were now to 
be friends for life. Virginia Stephen 
was soon to marry Leonard Woolf. 
Vanessa, Clive Bell, but the circle re- 
mained unbroken. 

This was a group of brilliant in- 


tellectuals who had shaken off the 


shackles of Victorianism and dared 
to challenge all conventional stand- 
ards and beliefs. While it was a gay 
rroup, it was not a Bohemian one. Tt 
was here that Keynes rounded out 
his education. The study of economies 
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can be a narrowing one, Keynes en- 
riched his life, with his interest in 
literature and the arts. Marrod’s 


chapter on the Bloomsbury cirele is _ 
one of the most enjoyable in this rich 


biography. 
Keynes and the Arts 

Keynes was devoted to the theatre. 
He was the moying spirit in the 
building of a beautiful playhouse at 
Cambridge, contributing heavily to- 
wards its cost. He helped to foster 
ballet and married Lydia Lopokova, 
the great Russian ballerina. The mar- 
riage proved a very happy one. Dur- 
ing the Second Great War Keynes 
helped to organize the British Arts 
Council and became its first Presi- 
dent. In its recommendations in the 
field of the Arts, the Massey Royal 
Commission is influenced by the work 
of the British Arts Council, and quotes 
from a notable radio address. with 
which Keynes launched the arts 
council. 


Keynes was a_ shrewd judge of 
painting, and during his lifetime 
acquired an extensive collection of 
modern painting. 

A Great and Dynamic Economist 

Keynes made his. greatest contribu- 
tion in the economic field. He was a 
prolific and gifted writer. His fame 
rests chiefly on his Tract On 
Monetary Reform (1923), his Treatise 
On Money, in 2 vols., (1930), and his 
General Theory of Employment, In- 
terest and Money, (1936). 

The first book demolished the Geld 
Standard, even though Britain re- 
turned to the gold standard in 1925, 
a deflationary step now regarded as 
disastrous. 

The third book, the General 
Theory, is a fundamental study of 
the causes and cure of unemploy- 
ment, which was rampant in Britain 
and throughout the world while he 
wrote the book. He refused to admit 
the inevitability of mass unemploy- 
ment. Capitalism, in his opinion, was 
doomed unless this problem was 
mastered. 

Keynes’ Fundamental Thesis 

This book, which he wrote for 
specialists, makes difficult reading 
for laymen. However, its influence 
upon economists and governments 
has been-very great. Its fundamental 
thesis is that capital investment 
must equal savings, if full employ- 
ment is to be maintained, and that, 
since private enterprise cannot 
achieve this, the state must step in 
and maintain investment at the “right 
level. Keynes was not a socialist, but’ 
he believed that only through adequ- 
ate state intervention could the 
system of private enterprise survive. 
Great depressions with mass unem- 
ployment would not be tolerated by 
the people in the future. He thought 
it very important that the private 
enterprise system should endure, It is

Canadians have not time 
to be interested in books and 
music and pictures because 
we are a pioneer people. It is 
true we live in a harsh and 
difficult country. It is also 
true that most of us work 
very hard. 


Pioneers — but We Had Books 

In most communities now, we are 
one generation away from real pio- 
neers. I am a member of a pioneer 
family. My parents were not well 
off in those days. They worked hard 
with no modern machinery to help 
them. But we had books. 

The first Christmas I can remember 
is vivid to me. I sat up in bed and 
reached for my stocking. There was 
an orange in the toe, there were nuts 
and new mittens and there was a 
book. It was the Child’s Garden of 
Verses, by R. L. Stevenson. I could 
not read, but I turned the pages 
looking at the pictures. I can still, 
in memory, turn the pages of that 
book, recalling each verse and each 
picture. 

Took Us to Other Worlds 


We all shared my big brother’s 
Mother Goose, we had the tales of 
Andersen and Grimm, we had Robin- 
son Crusoe and Kingsley’s Heroes, and 
King Arthur and his knights. We 
also had a_ Victorian tear-jerker 
called A Peep Behind the Scenes. We 
loved them all, they were books, they 
freed our imaginations and took us 
to other worids. We were fortunate 
children. 


Experience Was WV t Rare 


I believe that such an experience 
was not rare among pioneer families. 
I do not believe that our. lack of 
interest in books today is due to the 
newness of our communities. IT think 
we have been beguiled by the appeal 
of material possessions. We do lip 
service to the things of the mind and 
spirit, but we pay out cold cash for 
material things.

I am not. belittling the import- 
ance of refrigerators and new 
hats. I am trying to point out 
that our actions would not, for 
the most part, lead the prover- 
bially innocent bystanders to be- 
lieve that we consider books of 
vital importance. 


I do not suppose there is one of us 
who would claim that refrigerators 
and cars and radios are more im- 
portant than the wisdom of Plato or 
the poetry of Shakespeare. But I do 
think that most of us ACT as if they 
are more important to us. 

We work hard and it is right that 
we should use some of our earnings 
to buy more conveniences and com- 
forts. But are we willing to work 
only for:these things? Or shall we 
use some of our money to buy the 
things which can refresn our spirits 
and give us those high moments 
which can. illuminate the whole 
course of our lives? 


Must Be Given a Chance 


“It seems particularly important to 
me that we give children an oppor- 
tunity to find out what oooks can do 
for them. Children and books belong 
together. But books cannot give all 
they are capable of giving unless they 
have a chance. They must be avail- 
able. They must be in schools and 
in public libraries and best of all, in 
homes. 

A child loves to possess a book, to 
know that it is really his and that 
he can return to it over and over 
again. 

Books are expensive, I know, too 
expensive. But so are  bref-steaks 
and we do eat then: occasionally. If 
Canadians bought more hooks they 
could be cheaper, and  book-sellers 
would be encouraged to stock the 
good ones. 

If you are tempted to buv a cheap 
“series” book for a chitd this Christ- 
mas. I urge you to remember that 
childhood is short and there are many 
good books. Isn’t it nossible to pay 
a little more for a book which has 
a real contribution to make to the 
life of a child you love.

Advises Germination Tests 

If the grain is to be used for seed 
or for malting purposes, he told dele-

gates, it was essential the tempera- 
ture should not exceed 110 degrees 
Fahrenheit, but he advised keeping 
the temperature considerably below 
that level. He strongiy advised ger- 
mination tests on grain that had been 
dried before it was used for seed. 
Dr. Anderson warned particulaily 
against the use of a method which 
involves sticking a pipe or flue into a 
bin and blowing hot air through the 
grain. It is almost certain, he said, 
that the grain\ around the tube or 
pipe will be burnt and that the mois- 
ture will simply be driven to the 
colder areas of the grain, at the top 
or the sides of the bin, where it will 
condense, and the moisture content of 
that grain will be increased and dif- 
ficulties created when the weather 


starts to warm up in the spring.

France has promise 
from U.S. of $600 millions mutual 
security funds next year, reported 
from Paris; can now buy gasoline, 
U.S. coal. 

Dec. 2nd. — Allies carry out round- 
the-clock air sorties, in Korea. In 
Canton, five Canadian nuns convicted 
of ill-treatment of Chinese orphans, 
two sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment. 

— Churchill meets Harri- 
man; division U.S. military and eco- 
nomic aid fund discussed. 

Dec. 4. At Panmunjom, UN 
spokesmen object to four conditions 
laid down by Communists for truce;

A.F.A: NOTES.

Coyote Control: Eugene Grand of 
Billings, Montana, who is in charge 
of predator control in that state, 
paid us a visit recently. 

Some of our readers will remember 
that Mr. Grand was our guest speaker 
at the Federation annual meeting 
last December. 

The reason for Mr. Grand’s recent 
visit was to determine what progress 
was being made with regard to 
coyote control in this Province. He 
was particularly concerned with the 
area north of the border in that the 
state experiences considerable drift 
of coyotes from Alberta into its 
northern counties. which in turn in- 
creases the work. 

Our Montana friends are pleased to 
know that we are making some pro- 
gress in this field. They were, how- 
ever, most emphatic that our results 
would not be satisfactory until an 
extensive poison program using 1080 
was put into effect. The use of 
coyote getters is all right as part of 
the program, but the real results are 
derived from this poison. Mr. Grant 
went on to say that if Alberta would 
use the poison program in a couple 
of large experimental areas, the re- 
sults would be such that this policy 
would sell itself. 

Dominion - Provincial Agricultural 
Conference: Roy C. Marler, President 
of the Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture, left for Ottawa on November 
30th. 

Mr. Marler as one of the Executive 
members of the C.F.A. will attend the 
Dominion-Provincial Agricultural Con- 
ference to be held in Ottawa on Dec- 
ember 4th, 5th and 6th.

production, trade and other vital 
questions affecting the country’s 
major primary industry. It helps to 
open the door wider on Canada’s 
place in international trade and 
Canadian agriculture’s obligations as 
well as opportunities in export trade. 
Present Role of Conference 

There are no longer the requests 
in regard to production, which were 
practically demands in time of war, 
but there are the recommendations 
and earnest suggestions in relation 
to agricultural production programs 
for the coming year. Under the chair- 
manship of A. M. Shaw, head of the 
Agicultural Prices Support Board, who 
always acts in that capacity, experts 
in all lines review the last year’s ‘re- 
cord of the various products, and the 
special problems that they faced, 
with prospects for the immediate 
future. 

The Minister of Agriculture, Rt. 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, is on hand for 
the meetings. He has been attending 
the annual conference of FAO in 
Rome, where 16 Minister of Agri- 
culture from various countries as well 
as other high government officials 
took part in the proceedings. The in- 
terest of the Italian Government in 
the purposes of FAO and the pride 
that the Government feels in having 
the headquarters in Rome is shown 
by its decision to rent the FAO 
building which cost over $2,000,000 
at $1 a year.

The Wheat Situation 
re E. PATCHING, Publicity Dept. 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


There is a strong demand for all 
milling grade wheat that Canada can 
place in seaboard positions during the 
present crop year, and, in fact, many 
sales have had to be turned down 
because the wheat was not available, 
said George Mclvor, Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Canadian Wheat Board, 
speaking recently to the Alberta 
Wheat Pool Convention in Calgary. 


The important wheat importing 
countries of* Western Europe have 
produced much less wheat this year 
than last, and have substantial defi- 
cits of bread grains which must be 
made up by imports. Wheat produc- 
tion in the United Kingdom is esti- 
mated at about 80 million bushels, as 
compared with 94 million last year. 
The Italian crop is placed at about 
260 million bushels, a reduction of 25 
million from a year ago. The crop in 
France is estimated at 265 million, as 
against 283 million last year. Smaller 
crops have also been harvested in Bel- 


gium, the Netherlands, Norway, Den- 
mark and Sweden. The exception to

Less in Southern Hemisphere 


At the same time, much smaller 
production is in sight in Argentina 
and Australia. In the Argentine the 
wheat crop is now estimated at 130 
million to 140 million bushels, as 
compared with 213 million harvested 
last year, and an average production 
of well over 200 million bushels. As 
domestic requirements in that country 
run at over 125 million bushels, it is 
apparent that the Argentine will have 
little wheat to export during 1952. In 
Australia production will likely run 
between 140 million and 160 million 
bushels, compared with 183 million 
last year, and it is not likely that 
Australia will be able to supply 
wheat to cover all her International 


‘Wheat Agreement commitments dur- 


ing the coming year. 


Effect of International Wheat > 
Agreement 


In view of these conditions, !m- 
porting countries are now more de- 
pendent upon wheat supplies from 
“dollar” countries than they have 
been for some years, and have a new 
incentive to increase domestic pro- 
duction. This incentive towards 
greater self-sufficiency is being tem- 
pered, 
by the fact that we have an Inter- 
national Wheat Agreement based on 
reasonable and fair prices. If import- 
ing countries were faced with much 
higher prices for wheat, he believed 
that the drive for increased domestic 
production would be prosecuted much 
more vigorously in every importing 
country in Western Europe..

Keynes as Negotiator . 


‘Keynes had served in the Rritish 

Treasury throughout World War I 
and was again conscripted by the 
Treasury in World War II. 

Between 1941 and 1946 he led suc- 
cessive British delezations to the U.S. 
to negotiate agreements. for Britain. 
Lend Lease, Bretton Woods and the 
British loan proved most exacting as- 
sienments. but all three demon- 
strated Kevnes’ superb gifts as 
negotiator. He got along well with 
Americans and won their lasting ad- 
miration and friendship. 

The Rritish loan discussions nroved 


very exhausting to Keynes, who had ° 


lone suffered from serious heart 

trouble, He returned home to die in 

April, 1946, at the early age of 63.

Care of Dry Cow 


“Feed correctly given to good dry 
cows brings greater returns than any 
other,” declared Paul Newman. direc- 
tor of dairy research for the Beacon 
Milking Co., Cayuga. N.Y.. at the an- 
nual meeting of the Ontario Puultry 
and Livestock Conference ‘recently. 

The first requisite of a program for 
the dry cow is to build up her flesh. 
said Mr. Newman, as it is almost im- 
possible to feed a really goud cow 
well enough. during the peak of lac- 
tation, to meet her production needs, 

Dry Period Should Be Adequate 


An adequate dry period was recom- 
mended; drying off should commence 
nine weeks before calving. Drying 
should be done quickly; the cow 
should be taken off grain, fed poor 
hay, and her water intake shvuld be 
limited. After this program beyins, 
she should be milked once, and no 
more, the speaker maintained. 

After the cow is dried. a good fit- 
ting ration is in order, and for this 
good quality roughage is recommend- 
ed. Good, leaf green hay is particu- 
larly valuable, and there should be a 
ration of grain. A good fitting ration, 
said Mr. Newman, should be richer tn 
minerals and some of the vitamins 
than a milking ration. Six to twelve 
pounds of the fitting ratiun should be 
fed daily, so that the cow has a good 
res°rve of flesh built up three weeks 
before calving. Excessive fatness is 
to be avoided if acetonemia has been 
troublesome in the herd. 


For Last Period 


For the last two weeks (three 
weeks in the case of heifers or cows 
likely to develop! too much conges- 
tion) the fitting ration should be re- 
placed with a light bulky feed, such 
as a combination of beet pulp. bran, 
chopped dehvdrated alfalfa, oats and 
molasses. Such a_ feed, said Mr, 
Newman. will protect reserves already 
built up without encouraging de- 
velonment of udder congestion.

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Outlook Western 
Agriculture Is 
Passed in Review 


The important survey of the 
domestic and international agri- 
cultural outlook presented by 
President ]. E. Brownlee in behalf 
of the Board of Directors of United 
Grain Growers, Ltd., is concluded 
below from our last issue: 


Final payments on oats and barley 
for the crup year 1949-50, the report 
indicated, were generally accepted as 
Salistactory. “Marketing operations 
were conducted during much of the 
year on a strong or rising market, 
and as a result, many producers 
found that the average price finally 
paid was higher than those prevail- 
ing during the early part of the crop 
year, 

The market trend during the past 
year has been less favorable to pool- 
ing operations, and undoubtedly un- 
usual and difficult problems of mar- 
keting were presented to the Board, 
facts which, in justice to the Wheat 
Board, should be remembered when 
consideration is given to the settle- 
ments recently announced.

Christmas Candies 


The season is fast approaching 
when most of us eat rather more 
candy than usual; we give it, and 
have it given to us; it’s put in the 
children’s stockings, and in paper 
cornucopias or netting vrs on the 
Christmas trees; it appears — and 
disappears, quite rapidly — at Christ- 
mas parties of all kinds. Here are 
a few recipes for wholesome home- 
made candies. 


Maple Fudge: To 2 cups brown 
sugar add % cup each milk. and 
honey ; boil to soft-bail stage; cool, 
add flavoring tu taste, beut until stiff. 

Everton Toffee: Melt % cup butter 
in saucepan, add 1 cup molasses and 
2 cups sugar, stirring with a knife. 
Boi] (about 10 minutes) until a little 
dropped from the point of the knife 
into cold water becomes quite crisp. 
Pour into well buttered dish. 


Glazed Nuts: Uave ready nut meats 
spread over a buttered tin. _Stir to- 
gether 3 cups sugar with 1 cup water 
and 3 tbs. vinegar over low heat 
until the sugar is dissolved: put over 
high heat and let boil without stir- 
ring; when golden’ brown pour 
quickly over the nut meats.
